W A S H I N G T O N , 
December, 
2.—The 
annual report of General J. D. C. At- 
kins, commissioner of Indiana affairs, 
recommends the following policy for 
the accomplishment, by the govern- 
ment,of Indiana progress and develop- 
ment. 
It should bo industriously and 
gravely impressed upon them that they 
must abandon their tribal relations 
and take lands in severally, as the cor- 
ner stone of their completa aucces-i in 
agriculture, which means self support 
personal independence and material 
thrift. 


The government should, however, 
in 
order 
to protect them retain 
the right to their lands, in trust, for 
twenty-five years or longer, but issue 
trust patents at once to such Indians 
as have 
taken individual holdings. 
When Indians have taken their lands in 
severalty and in sufficient quantities 
(and the number of acres in each hold- 
ing may andi-hould vary in different 
localities according to fertility or pro- 
ductiveness, climate and other advant- 
ages) then having due regard to the 
immediate 
and 
early 
future 
needs of the Indians, the remaining 
lands of the reservation should be pur- 
chased by the government and opened 
to Libomestead 
entry 
at 
fifty 
or 
seventy-five 
cents 
per acre. 
The 
money paid by the government for 
iheii lands, should be held in trust in 
five per cent, bonds to be invested as 
congress may provide, for the educa- 
tion, civilization and material develop- 
ment and advance of the red race, re- 
serving for each tribe its own money. 
If this policy was adopted systemati- 
cally by the government it would be 
strange if in five years from its inau- 
guration 
and establiahment, 
there 
should be an Indian of any tribe in the 
whole country who would 
refuse to 
accept so favorable, and advantageous 
measure." 


The report shows that there are in 
the United States exclusive of Alaska, 
about 260 000 Indians. 
The commiss- 
ioner presents several theories advanc- 
ed by various individuals and societies 
as to the wisest manner of dealing 
with the Indian question, but makes 
no reommendations save the one given 
above. 


Reports of the Indian agents at the 
agencies where courts for the trial of 
Indian offenses have been established, 
show that they have been entirely suc- 
cessful and in many cases evidently 
useful. 


Referring to the Indian police the 
commissioner says: To a great extent 
they have met the necessities of the 
situation and have proved valuable 
aids to the Indian agents, in prevent- 
ing trespa-ising and robbery by law- 
le^s whites, and in suppressing disor- 
der, violence and incipient revolts, 
among the more restless of their own 
people.

Easter will fall next year on its 
earliest 
possible date, namely, St. 
Mark's Day, Aprir25.

Tex first definite details of Senator 
Leland Stanford's scheme for the estab- 
lishment on tne Pacific Slope of a great 
university, which will undoubtedly be 
one of the grandest educational endow- 
ments in the world, have been made 
publia 
A recent dispatch from San 


Francisco says: 


It is not easy to estimate at present the in- 
come which can be derived from the large 
domain out of which the fomidation of the mii- 
versity is to be constituted, but it will be suffi- 
cient, if rightly used, to enable it to eclipse older 
institutionB of the East. Palo Alto Banoh is 
estimated to be worth 81,700,000, Gridley Ranch 
«1,600,000, and Vina Banch $2,500,000. The total 
value of the lands is 95,300,000. But there is to 
be a money endowment, the exact amoimtof 
which is not yet determined. It can be confi- 
dently stated, however, that the whole founda- 
tion will equal $20,000,000. The chosen site of 
the several departments of the university is the 
Palo Alto estate, which is picturesque, salu- 
brious, fertile, and well adapted by nature to 
such object The greater part of the income for 
the support of the vmiversity must come, how- 
ever, from Vina Banch, which embraces the 
finest vineyards in the State. The buildings 
at Palo Alto will be constructed on the 
general plan of a parallelogram. 
The first 
will be for the male and female colleges, 
which are to be distinct institutions, yet with 
interdependence. An important step in the de- 
velopment of the plan will be the construction 
t»f buildings for parents and guardians of pupils 
and such other persons as the trustees may 
designate. This is in the hope that the rental 
from such buildings will constitute a very con- 
siderable part of the income of the institution. 
If this hope should be fulfilled the establish- 
ment of preparatory schools will foUow, so that 
facilities may be afforded for the education of 
children of tender age. The project includes an 
agricultural department, and special buildings 
for mechanical institutes, museums, and art 
galleries will be connected with the colleges. 
There will be other structures devoted to in- 
structions in the science of government, law, 
medicine, painting, music, mechanics, and in all 
higher accomplishments. This superior course 
will be free, and those leading up to it will be 
available at very moderate tuition fees. All post- 
graduates of this and other universities and coi- 
legea will be entitled to its advantiiges. The 
founder has provided that the salaries paid to 
professors and teachers shall be liburaJ in order 
to induce leading instructors of the world to 
seek positions in the faculty. An oppoi-timity 
will be afforded to every womfin who has a taste 
for music, or painting, or any of the kiudi-ed 
arts to receive at Palo Alto, without charge, the 
benefits of the higher courscs of study in those 
arts. No discriiuination 
in the advantages 
which it affords is to be made between sexes.
